NEW YORK WANTS TO BE 


BIG NOISE IN HOCKEY, 


‘Sport Writer Calls for Break With Canadians Who Will 


Not Let Americans Have Their Own Way in 
Signing Players 


NEW YORK, Feb, 9—The birth of a United States professional hockey 
league controlled by promoters in the United States for which material | 
will be drawn from United States colleges and amateur organizations, 
predicted in the New York World, as an economic development following 
the successful introduction of the professional game in the United States. 
Justifying the prediction, the writer states that good players are no longer | 
available, and now that hockey has become a great financial enterprise 
the old axiom of “economics,” that prices will go skyhigh when the de- 
mand exceeds the supply, is being felt keenly by the American promoters 


of the game, 


ONLY REMEDY IS 
YANKS’ BREAK LOOSE 
“The only remedy in sight is 

for the Americans to break 
loose by organizing a league of 
their own and have the power 
to act without restriction,” 
Wilson says, in referring to the 
refusal of Canadian teams to 
release star players whom New 
York has tricd to get. He as- 
serts that these players would 
give anything to come here “for 
the salaries they would ne 
celve.” 


It just had to come. 

When {ft was aired about that the 
large cities in the Eastern States 
had thelr eyes on franchise in the 
National Hockey league there was 
a general feeling that, sooner or 
later, the Americans would want to 
break out and cut the strings with 
the Canadians svoner than most 
folks expected. 

The fre of New York has been 
@roused over the Eddie Rodden tn- 
cident. New York ts entirely wroug 
fn tho matter, but that does not 
gcem to matter. Inability to go and 
pick up players where they like Is 
making the big town cross. 

The Real Story 

The inside story of the incident tis 
as follows: 

Two weeka ago the New Yor 
club in the National Hockey league 
nnnounced that it had signed Rod- 
den, who is a member of the Hve- 
leth team of* the International 
Ilockey league, embracing amateur 
teams in the Middle W 

At a meeting last year between 
President BK. L. Richardson of the 
Western league, and President 
Mrank Calder of the N.ILL., the old 
agreement was renewed for five 
years. One of the main points of 
this agreement was the division of 
territory from which the two 
leagues could sign players, It was 
solemnly agreed that the dividing 
point should be Port Arthur, tn 
Canada, and Chicago in the United 
States. The Western league had 
first rights on players west of Port 
Arthur and Chicago and the N.H.L. 
first rights on players east of those 
points. Wither league, however, 
could waive on players in its own 
territory in favor of the other 
league. 

In spite of this agreement the 
New York club invaded the ter- 
ritory of the W.H.L. and signed 
Rodden, without getting waivers 
from the W.H.L. 

President Richardson took the 
matter up with President Calder 
and, of course, the W.H.L. was sus- 
tained and New York had to cancel 
Rodden's contract, 

Bad State of Affairs 

Naturally the action by the west 
cannot be digested by New York, 
which has been in the habit of 
having its own way in many things 
just because it has the money. The 
big town refused to honor an agree- 
ment to which its own interests had 
subscribed. That's a bad state of 
affairs, 

Since New York was granted a 
franchise in the N.H.L, the rest of 
the hockey world has been in a sea 
of uncertainty, due to the propa- 
ganda which has been issued from 
there, At one period when New 
York waa trying to get a team 
Tommy Gorman, their manager and 
publicity man, told the world that 
there was no dearth of players. The 
other managers laughed, and told 
him to get a team. Gorman had to 
gun about, but found he had to buy 
the Hamilton Tigers. There was a 
hitch in negotiations, and Gorman 
came out with statements about the 
fabulous salaries which had to he 
paid to hockey players of today, 
naming figures well over $5,000. 
This caused the hockey players to 
turn their noses at some of the con- 
tracts offered therm by their clubs, 
and the managers had trouble get-
